A developer and new owners are pumping life into an Alton 
chicken restaurant that had its feathers clipped by foreclosure. 
But a Granite City restaurant with the same owners will be sold 
at auction 

The Popeye’s Famous Fried Chicken restaurant at 2930 E. 
Homer Adams Parkway is undergoing renovations and should be 
reopened by spring, developer Raymond Geller said. 

The restaurant, closed for the last 18 months, had been the 
subject of a long legal battle between Magna Bank and previous 
owners who had defaulted on loans used to build the Alton 
restaurant and another Popeye’s at 2868 Madison Ave. in Gran- 
ite City. Magna foreclosed on both properties and offered them 
for sale. 

“We're hoping to open (before the first of March) but it will 
take the weather,’’ he said 

Meanwhile, Magna has scheduled a foreclosure sale on the 
Granite City property al 9 a.m. Jan. 8 at the Madison County 
Courthouse 

Pat Boyne, senior vice president for Magna, said the Alton 
property is held in trust, and he cannot reveal the names or 
number of new owners. 

“But I can tell you it’s not the former owners. The bank 
offered the property for sale and was approached by individuals 
who owned a Popeye's in the area. They purchased the real 
estate in a land trust, and we financed it for them and extended 
the credit for remodeling.” : 

He added: “We checked them out; they are experienced own- 














The restaurants were operated as Popeye's Co franchises 
by an [linois corporation, BYS Enterprises Inc. The principals 
were Don Bridick of Granite City, chief of security at the Madi-

A new round of television and radio ads is 
urging Illinoisans to give a gift that keeps on 

* giving by signing organ donation cards and 
making sure their families know their wishes. 

Secretary of State George Ryan said he 
hoped the second phase of his office’s “‘Life 
Goes On” campaign will build on the success 
of last year’s advertising effort, which helped 
Illinois set a national record for organ 
donation. 

After the first round of ads an in June 
1994, the number of Illinois residents who 
signed the organ donor form on the back of 
their drivers licenses jum} to 33 percent, a 

i 50 percent increase over the previous year. 
~_ As of November, 37 percent of Illinois drivers 
had signed the cards, Ryan spokeswoman 
.. Cathy Monroe said. 

The signup rate in Madison County was 38 
percent. 

Barry Freedman, a spokesman for 
Mid-America Transplant Services in St. Louis, 
the organ transplant bank that covers the 

| Madison County area, welcomed the new ad 
campaign. 

Although Freedman did not have a regional 
-breakdown, he said the agency currently has a 
list of 875 patients awaiting transplants, an 
all-time high. 

The new ad campaign emphasizes that 

potential donors need to share their decision 
~with relatives. 

“It’s been a very big problem and that is a 
very significant message,”” Freedman said. 
“Family members are required to be 
approached about organ donation and in many 

cases they have no idea what the deceased 
“person’s wishes are.” 

While the signature on the drivers license is 

an indication of the individual’s wishes, the law 
*still requires permission of the nearest relative, 
n he added 

‘Someone who wishes to donate their organs 
may have died suddenly, such as in an 
accident, and they may have not talked about 
it with their family.’’ 

The new television ads feature two Illinois 
children whose lives were transformed by trans 
plants — Alex Wodtka, 5, son of Kevin and 
Beverly Wodtka of St. Peter, and Kandis 
Williams, 13, daughter of Maria and Ozzie 
Williams of Evanston. 

A healthy Alex is shown playing at the 
family farm after receiving a heart transplant 
as his mother tells how she had expected her 
son to die and had even planned his furieral. 
Kandis is shown at her job as a summer camp 
counselor; previously homebound because of 
frequent dialysis treatments, she now has a

IRS seeks 
taxpayers 
for refunds 


The Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice is trying to find taxpayers 
whose refund checks have 
been returned as undelivered 
by the post office. There are 
$313,178 in federal tax refund 
checks waiting to be claimed 
by 517 Central and Southern 
Illinois taxpayers. 

The most common reason for 
the undelivered checks is that 
many people move and do not 
leave a forwarding address 
with the post office. Also, pee 
ple who marry, change their 
name and address, and don’t 
notify the post office may not 
receive their refund check 
Sometimes the handwritten 
name and address on a_tax 
return is simply illegible. Tax- 
payers who move should notify 
the IRS of their change of 
address on Form 8822, Change 
of Address, as well as the post 
office. 

The best way to avoid misdi- 
rected refund checks is to use 
the peel-off label (found in the 
center of the tax package) 
Another solution, which elimi- 
nates this problem, is to have 
refunds directly deposited into 
a savings or checking account. 

Anyone who believes they 
have a refund that was not 

delivered is encouraged to call 
the IRS as soon as possible 
They can call toll-free 
1-800-829-1040, Monday through 
Friday from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m. A tax professional will 
advise them of the procedures 
for claiming the refund check

Jane Austen knows a thing or two about patience and all its 
agonizing manifestations: gratification deferred, unquenched 
desire and lost love that waits to be reclaimed. 

“Sense and Sensibility”’ 


director Ang Lee knows a thing 
or two about capturing Austen in 
all her delicate nuances. With 


this work, Lee has crafted a 
loving and glorious ode to anticipation and the delicious fruit 
that waiting can bring. 

This is one of those rare films that seems to be magnificent 
and grand in scale, even though it concerns itself with the 
smallest flutters of the heart and the magic and mystery of 1s 
beating. 

Emma Thompson, giving one of her most spectacular 
performances to date, wrote the screenplay and informs it with 
a wry, light touch that makes Austen’s 200-year-old essay of 
manners and social customs vibrantly alive today.

The question usually arises as to what 
becomes of these joint obligations in the event 
of a divorce, The judgment of dissolution will 
normally provide that one or the other spouse is 
to pay the outstanding bills.
